Dwernirki’s second and most impor¬ 
tant despatch states that after the events 
above noticed, having understood that 
Gen. Rudiger intended to occupy a strong 
position of an eminence between Lu- 
typre in Yolhynia and Glines in Gallicia 
he. by forced marches, anticipated that 
intention and took possession of it first. 
The Russian force consisted of 72 squad¬ 
rons of cavalrv, and 13 battalions of in¬ 
fantry, supported by a powerful artillery 
but ns the position was impregnable, ex¬ 
cept on the side of Gnllieia, the superior¬ 
ity of numeral strength w as of no avail. 

'After manoeutreing two days in vain to 
draw tiie Polish General from his advan¬ 
tageous situation, Rudiger sent forward 
to the Austrian frontier soma thousands of 
cavalry, who scattered and disarmed the 
Austrian guards, and prepared to attack 
the Poles in that direction. Dwernieki, 
finding his rear no longer protected by 
the frontier, and'bcing unable to sustain 
a general assault from a corps eight 
timps stronger than his own, quitted his 
posi'ion, and retired into Galacia. The 
R«< sians pursued, firpd upon the rear of 
the Poles, who had orders not to return It. 
and took about 2(f prisoners. The Aus¬ 
trians interfered, nnd tty* firjnp: reaserl 
but the Russian General too* up within 
the frontiers a position which he held 
for five hours and then withdrew. In 
the meantime Dwernieki sent a courier 
to Prince Lubkoulz, requesting leave to 
proceed through the country to Poland; 
a message to the national Government, 
announcing his disaster, and entreating 
it« members to exert thpmselves for the 
safety of a corps, which bad done, and 
might still do good service to the country. 

The Poles were required by the Aus¬ 
trian authorities to give up their arms 
which, with their military stores, were 
delivered up to the Russians, though it 
is not easy to conceive on what princi¬ 
ple of national laws such a demand'as 
this wn« either made on the one side, or 
complied with on the other. Whether 
Dwernecki and his brave troops will be 
allowed a free passage to Warsaw, is a 
point on which the Austrian Court has 
not yet decided. 

The Polish Government have ordered 
a new levy of 60,000 men to be cornple 
ted, and so great is the national enthusi¬ 
asm that, according to the last accounts, 
only a few days would intervene between 
the promulgation nnd the fulfilment of 
the order.—(Newsletter.)

RESIGNATION OF THE ATTOR- 


Washington. June 15. 

Sir: 1 hkve received your letter resign¬ 
ing the office of Attorney General. 

In the conversation which I held with 
von the day before yesterday, upon this 
subject, it was my desire to present to 
you the consideration upon which I acted 
in accepting the resignation ot the other 
members of the cabinet, and to assureyou, 
in regard to yourselt, ns well as to them, 
that they imply no dissatisfaction with 
the manner in which the duties of the 
respective departments have been per¬ 
formed. It affords me. great pleasure to 
find that you have not misconceived the<| 
character of those considerations, and 
that you do justice to the personal feelings 
with which thty are connected. 

I will only odd that the determination 
to change my cabinet was dictated hy an 


^jur differencoin an honorable way, I a- 
dopted the course which evidently seem¬ 
ed to be invited by my adversary; and 
which appeared to be the only alternative 
that was left to me. 

I plead not guilty <o this charge of con¬ 
spiracy and meditated assassination.— 
From the moment I perceived that Mr. 
Ingham was incapable of acting as be¬ 
came a man, I resolved to pursue that 
course which was suited to the character 
of one who had sought difficulties, and 
shunned all honorable accountability. I 
harbored no design upon the heart of one 
who had shown himself so heartless.— 
Having ascertained that his sensibilities 
were to be found upon the surface, I meant 
to make the proper application. 

On the 19th I notified him, that unless 
the call I had made upon him, was 

promptly and properly answered, he might 

expect such treatment as I thought his 
conduct deserved. My noteofthe20th also 
advised him of my intention. According¬ 
ly it appeared matter of duty for me to 
dissolve all connexion with the adminis¬ 
tration of the Government. How then 
can Mr. Ingham suppose, that I would 
involve those gentlemen in a disgraceful 
conspiracy against him;—one in which, 
as public officers, they could not engage 
even if inclination had sanctioned?—

Sir: I herewith tender to you my re¬ 
signation of the office of Attorney Gen¬ 
eral of the United States. Two consid¬ 
erations restrained me from taking this 
step at the moment when your commu¬ 
nication to the Secretary of the Treasu¬ 
ry, announcing your determination to re¬ 
organize your Cabinet, first mpf my eve. 
mere was nommg irrtnc mtrnneni’ur 
the Secretaries of State and of War, or 
in the distinct nnd persouaf considera¬ 
tions which they had assigned for this 
measure, which made it obligatory 
upon or even proper .for me to adopt a 
similar course. Such a step, with any 
reference to (lint occurrence, could only 
become so, on my part, as an act of con¬ 
formity, to your will. You had felt this, 
jsmd had announced your wishes to the 
Secretaries of the Treasury and of the 
Navy, respectively. I had a right to ex¬ 
pect a similar communication of them, 
and conformed to the wishes and opinions 
of my fellow citizens of Georgia when I 
determined to await it. An additional 
consideration was presented by the fact, 
that I had been charged, at the moment 
of my departure from this place, with the 
performance of certain public, duties 
which were yet unfinished, and my re¬ 
port concerning which you did not expect 
to receive until my return. I was grati¬ 
fied to learn from yourself that you had 
taken the same view oT this subject, hav¬ 
ing postponed the communication of your 
wishes to me until my arrival at this 
place, without expecting in the mean 
time any communication from me. It is 
due to myself further to state, that, from 
the moment when I saw the communica¬ 
tion referred to, I have considered mv of¬ 
ficial relation to you ns terminated, or 
as subsisting only until my return to the 
city should enable me to conform to vour 
w ishes by the formal surrender of my 
office, which it is the purpose of this note 
to make.

THE TROTTING HORSE. 

Philadelphia County , Feb. 5, 1931. 

M R, Editor: —Being under the im¬ 
pression, that trotting horses have not 
held, in our section of thc country, that 
rank among breeders, to which they arc 
entitled, I venture to offer some remarks 
upon the advantages of raising them; - and 
having something to say of them, not 
onlv as a distinct particular breed, but as 
performers upon the eoursc, I have 
thought the communication would not be 
inappropriate to a Sporting Magazine. 

11 may not be generally known, that 
the fnwt trotting matches in this country 
took place in New England, and twenty 
vears ago, every stranger who travelled 
the road from Boston to Portland, a dis¬ 
tance (lien of oue hundred and twenty 
miles, must have been surprised to see 
horses, not quite, fifteen bands high draw¬ 
ing heavy carriages, with nine passen¬ 
gers, at Hie rate of eight and ten miles 
an hour, accomplishing the journey with 
ease in one day. No team or set of hor¬ 
ses being on the road more than an hour 
and a half, before they were changed for 
a fresh set, and all trotting as if that gait 
were their fastest. 

Within ten years New York, having 
principally supplied herself from New 
England, has had her trotting matches, 
too; and the breeders in that great state, 
particularly on Long Island.have turned 
tluir attention to the improvement of 
roadsters.

If, in the action of trotting, the hind 
legs which may be. rather crooked or 
bent under him while standing show the 
ent ham in motion, with a tendency to 
reach outside and beyond the forepasterns 
while, at the same time, the fore legs are 
neither lifted high nor thrown out straight 
you have pretty strong proof that there 
is improvement in him; and, as you in¬ 
crease his stroke, you should not be dis¬ 
couraged if he has the speedy cut.

TO THE PUBLIC. 

Gireumstaneca beyond my control have plac, 

?d me under the necessity of presenting myself 
to your notice. I assert no claim to your at¬ 
tention, which does not belong equally to ev¬ 
ery free citizen of the Republic. But I ask, 
and I feel that I have a right to expect, your 
candid consideration of this addross. Us sub¬ 
ject is one of awakening interest to us all. The 
position in which I find myself has nothing in¬ 
viting in it. It is one which I have not sought, 
but which has been forced upon me, and one 
in which I am called upon to vindicate not my 
self merely, hu the cause of truth and the best 
and dearest interests of the community, at u 
hazard to which fatuity alone could bo insensi 
ble. v 

The mis-epresentations of a public |ournal, 
professing to speak the language of the Presi¬ 
de it of the United States, and published under 
hi« eve, hare presented to me the alternative, 
of s'lnmittiiig to an imputation, alike dishonor- 
abis iml unfounded in faet, or of meeting the 
issue which has been tendered to me under the 
alleged authority of ihat high ofliner. If I do 
not shrink r rotn this uneqnivoeal strife, it is 
because I have a confidence which has never 
wavered, in the intelligence of my countrymen 
a firm and unshaken reliance in the justice of 
th it tribunal, whose high prerogative it is at 
vll limes, and under all circumstances to vin¬ 
dicate the cause of truth. 

I have studiously abstained from any effort to 
excite public feeling in relaliun to the dissolu¬ 
tion of the late ■ abinew. I have felt that the 
question of its propriety was one, the decision 
of ivh oh belonged alone to the American Peo¬ 
ple Personally I have not been disposed to 
deny the, right of the President lo exercise his 
o.vn free will as well in the change, as in the o- 
riginal selection of his Cabinet; and with a per 
feet sense of the delicacy of my own situation, 

I would have been at nil times a reluctant wit-

enough that I should submit myst If to his will 
although the principle by which it was avowed¬ 
ly regulated, could have no applicailon to me; 
for this I have unhesitatingly done But 1 have 
been required s lently to witness '.he entire nn-- 
lepreseiitation of occurrences which the public 
were well aware must have como under my 
observation; nay, to be publicly vouched as 
authority for that which was directly in con- 
flict with my convictions of truth—and finally 
to be called fo vindicate my own claim to ve¬ 
racity, assailed as it is under the alleged au¬ 
thority of the President of the United States, or 
to submit to an imputation which no honora¬ 
ble man may bear. 1 mistake the character 
of the American People, if they would require 
this. I am totally ignorant of iny own, if, under 
any circumstances, I could yield to it If in 
the face of this great community the cause ot 
truth can be prostrated by the arm of power, at 
least the privilege of vindicating it shall not be 
timely surrendered in my person. 1 will bow 
to the decision of my countrymen but what 
over that decision may be the high consolation 
of having faithfully discharged niy duly to them 
and to myself, shall not be taken from mo. 

The disingenuous and unmanly suggestion of 
my desire to remain in the Cabinc of General 
Jackson, notwithstanding the occurrences 
which produced my retirement, will be my n 
polngy for adverting briefly to the origin of my 
connexion with it, and to the circumstaucos 
which induced its continuance. 

It was without any solicitation on my part, or 
so far as I know or believe on the part of any 
of my friends, that 1 was invited to accept the 
office of Attorney General of the United States 
There were circumstances temporary in their 
nature, but still strongly operative, which ren 
dercil it not desirable to me I felt, however 
that I was called to docido upon the question 
of my acceptance, not merely as an individual 
but as a citizen, and especially ns a citizen of 
Georgia On certain principles of general 
policy some of which wero particularly inter¬ 
esting to the people of that State, the views 
communicated to me by the President, were in 
accordance with my own; and 1 felt it to be 
my duty, not to withhold tiny asYistnnee which 
l could givo to carry them into elicct. The 
annunciation of the names of the intended 
Cabinet seemed to me however, lo present an 
insuperable bar to my acceptance of the office 
which was tendered to me. I thought I foresaw 
clearly tho evils which have too obviously re¬ 
sulted fiom this selection. A stranger to Gen. 
Jaekson, 1 could not with propriety discuss 
these objections with him. I knew inore-over, 
that some of his confidential friends had faith¬ 
fully discharged their duty to him, and to the 
country, by a frank communication of them. 
In this stale of tilings, I sought the counsel of 
those around me. To a gentleman high in the 
toufidence of the President, and to a distin¬ 
guished citizen of my own State, I submitted 
the inquiry, whether with this view of the 
Cabinet which the President had selected, 1 
could with propriety become a member of it. 

( lie former expressed bis decided conviction, 
(ounclud on a long and intimate knowledge of 
the President's character, that he would him¬ 
self speedily see and correct the evil. Tho 
latter urged the peculiar relations of Georgia 
with the General Government, as presenting a 
strong claim upon me not to refuse the invita¬ 
tion which haa been given to me I yielded to 
these suggestions, and took my place in the 
Cabinet, with a fim determination to avoid tho 
controversies which 1 feared might occur To 
that determination I have s'.eadily adhered — 
Associating on terms of courtesy with my col¬ 
leagues, my official intercourse with them was 
ueverainterrupted b> discord. 

H there were any combinations growing out 
of the supposed conflict between the interests 
•f Mr. Culhoun and Mr. Van Buren, I had no 
fart in them- and as little in the supposed 
measures of that cbaiactar, having for their

particular crisis required, induced me to re 
press my feelings. 

When at a subsequent period, the controver 
sy occurred between the President and Vice 
President, f thought / saw in this, the evidence 
of an intention again to agitate the question, 
which by the agency of the personal friends 
of General Jackson, had been before happily 
repressed The connection of Mr. Crawford 
with this controversy and my own relation to 
Genornl Jackson, forbade me to take any part 
in (t —mid 1 studiously avoided all interference 
except to deprecate Mr. Calhoun’s publication. 

I left Washington on the fourth day of April, 
ono day after Major Eaton had announced to 
the President his determination to resign, ac¬ 
cording lo 'lie statement in his (Maj. Elton's) 
lette: of resignation, and not tho slightest in¬ 
timation was given to meof the intended change 
in the Cabinet, lint when I saw the correspon¬ 
dence between the President and the several 
Heads or Departments 1 could not doubt for * 
moment how. and b\ whom the dissolution bad 
been produced I did not feel at liberty to ex¬ 
press my views generally, until my return to 
Washington should enable me to dissolve my 
connexion with the President; but to a few 
friends who bad the right to understand my 
actual position I staled the utter impossibility 
of i#y oonlinunnce in the Cabinot. unless the 
President placed the retirement of my col¬ 
leagues on othor grounds than those which I 
believed lo have occasioned it, nnd such as / 
could approve. In full view of the speedy dis¬ 
solution of all connection between the Presi¬ 
dent and myself, I availed myself of the occa¬ 
sion afforded by ihe kindness of my fellow citi¬ 
zens of Savannah, to do an act of justice to his 
public conduct, on a question vitally interest¬ 
ing to the people of Georgia. If there beany 
man who it incapable of understanding, or ap¬
